Well,  it  made 
a  full  recovery,  and  was  released  at  the  Nature 
reserve. 

A  good  percentage  of  the  nest-boxes  are  being 
used,  mainly  by  Blue  Tits  and  Great  Tits;  both  are 
feeding  young  at  the  moment,  as  are  the  Gold¬ 
finches,  which  are  nesting  at  the  reserve  (  a  list  will 
be  produced  later). 

For  the  past  couple  of  months,  my  wife's  kitchen 
has  been  like  a  small  hospital  containing  several 
small  mammals  and  birds  brought  to  me  by  con¬ 
cerned  residents.  They  have  luckily  all  made  a 
good  recovery  and  were  safely  released  back  into 
the  wild. 

People  have  asked  me  over  the  months  since  I 
started  doing  the  warden's  job,  how  much  I  get 
paid  for  doing  it.  I  don't  get  a  penny.  I  do  it  because 
of  my  love  of  nature  and  my  love  affair  with  the 
countryside  around  me.  I  only  wish  I  could  do  this 
job  all  the  time,  but  I  earn  my  money  from  the 
Cambridgeshire  Fire  and  Rescue  Service  as  a  full 
time  fireman. 

By  July,  the  first  litters  of  young  squirrels  will  be 
leaving  their  dreys  to  compete  for  food  with  their 
parents...  Squirrel  food  is  scarce  at  this  time  of  year 
(buds  and  flowers  are  over,  nuts  and  berries  aren't 
ready  yet).  A  squirrel  table  is  worth  considering, 
stocked  with  grains,  hazelnuts,  sweet  chestnuts, 
fresh  fruit,  crushed  peanuts  and  sunflower  seeds, 
it  can  make  a  lot  of  difference  to  them. 

I  don't  like  to  see  too  many  signs  in  the  country¬ 
side,  but  there  are  3  small  signs  situated  at  the 
entrances  to  the  Nature  Reserve,  asking  dog  walk¬ 
ers  not  to  let  their  dogs  foul  the  area.  If  unfortu¬ 
nately  they  do,  could  the  owners  please  clean  up 
behind  them,  it  makes  the  walk  so  much  more 
pleasant  if  you  don't  have  to  keep  looking  where 
you  are  treading.  Thanks.

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Parish  Council  Notes 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Parish  Council  was 
held  on  Thursday  15th  July  at  7.30  pm  in  the  Old 
Farmhouse. 

Play  urea  by  school 

Certain  recommendations,  made  by  a  repre¬ 
sentative  from  the  City  Council  to  improve  the 
area,  will  be  undertaken  by  the  Parish  Council. 

Fencing  of  area  near  village  hall  by  playgroup. 

Permission  was  granted  for  the  Village  Hall  Playgroup  to  erect  a 
fence  enclosing  a  play  area  for  the  children,  in  order  to  comply  with 
Playgroup  Association  recommendations.  The  actual  siting  of  this 
fence  has  been  agreed  by  the  Parish  Council  by  submission  of  a  sketch 
plan. 

Gas  Provision  to  Sunshine  Playgroup 

The  Parish  Council  granted  the  request  from  Sunshine  Playgroup  for 
their  building  to  be  connected  to  the  mains  gas  supply  via  the  Old 
Farmhouse.  The  Playgroup  will  of  course  have  their  own  meter. 

Weeds  on  village  green 

A  contractor  is  to  be  asked  to  assess  the  situation  regarding  weeds 
on  the  village  green  and  to  ensure  that  broad-leafed  weeds  do  not 
become  a  problem. 

Policy  on  sale  of  land 

The  Parish  Council  re-affirmed  their  policy  of  not  selling  land  to 
residents  in  the  village. 

Charterhall  Properties  Development  Proposal 

There  had  been  a  meeting  between  Councillors  and  a  representative 
from  Charterhall  Properties  on  1st  July.  Following  this  meeting,  the 
Parish  Council  have  asked  that  a  Public  Meeting  be  held  later  in  the 
year  once  the  Department  of  Transport  have  made  a  firm  decision 
regarding  the  A604. 

Empty  Building  on  TESCO  site 

The  Clerk  was  asked  to  pursue  this  matter  again  with  the  Environ¬ 
mental  Health  Department,  as  the  building  was  considered  to  be 
dangerous  and  an  eyesore.  Councillors  would  like  to  see  the  building 
demolished  as  soon  as  possible. 

Resignation  of  Councillor 

Mrs.  J.  Nix  resigned  from  the  Parish  Council.  A  Casual  Vacancy  will 
therefore  occur.  Any  residents  interested  in  filling  this  position  are 
advised  to  refer  to  the  Parish  Council  notice-board  (  next  to  post  box  at 
the  end  of  the  Mall  )  for  notification  of  co-option.

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TESCO  Computer  Vouchers 

I  promised  to  tell  you  what  the  final  total 
was  of  our  collection  this  year.  You  will 
probably  be  as  surprised  as  I  was  to  learn  that 
we  totalled  over  13,500  vouchers,  almost  twice 
as  many  as  last  year.  When  one  considers  that 
each  one  of  those  vouchers  represents  £25 
spent  in  TESCO,  one  almost  needs  a  compu¬ 
ter  to  work  out  the  total  amount  of  money 
spent  ! 

With  these  vouchers  we  have  'bought'  a 
high  quality  lap  top  computer,  a  number  of 
concept  keyboards,  which  are  pieces  of  equip¬ 
ment  which  help  young  children  use  a  compu¬ 
ter,  two  ink  jet  printers  and  a  number  of 
additional  pieces  of  equipment.

However,  it  does 
make  one  think  about  the  cost  to  TESCO 
when  you  have  completed  the  total  spending 
sum  I  proposed  earlier! 

Incidentally  we  are  now  collecting  the  WH 
Smith  vouchers  (1  voucher  for  ever  £2  spent) 
and  will  shortly  be  collecting  the  Boots  vouch¬ 
ers  for  sports  equipment.  Again  I  send  the 
thanks  of  all  the  children  of  the  School  for 
your  support.

For  World  Week  we  wanted 
to  look  at  different  parts  of  the 
world  and  learn  something  of 
how  people  lived,  their  cul¬ 
ture,  arts  and  crafts.

Stanley  Toyai,  an  African  art  teacher  from  Nigeria, 
spent  two  days  with  the  Reception  and  Infants  doing 
tie-die  and  batik,  helped  by  teachers  and  parents.  His 
comment  was  "wonderful,  wonderful!".  Friday  was  the 
big  event.  TESCO's  provided  an  interesting  selection 
of  African  fruit  and  vegetables  to  be  made  into  dishes 
by  the  parents  and  visitors  who  cooked  with  the  chil¬ 
dren.  The  Aklowa  team  spent  the  afternoon  with  150 
children,  preparing  for  the  evening  event  of  drumming, 
dancing  and  having  lots  of  fun.  By  5  pm  everyone  was 
ready.  The  International  Group  set  up  exciting  stalls  of 
delicious  foods  and  interesting,  colourful  displays  and 
costumes. 

Oxfam  and  Christian  Aid  had  stalls.  Parents  sent  in 
a  wonderful  selection  of  things  to  buy,  eat  and  drink, 
from  Ful-Sudani  to  Mango  Juice. 

Mrs.  Lemon  made  a  spread  of  all  the  goodies  and  her 
special  cold  mint  tea.  Teachers  and  parents  rushed  to 
be  ready. 

Outside,  the  Woodcraft  Folk  set  up  a  silk  parachute 
to  make  a  ring  of  children's  activities.
